The small army is foreshadowed 
for 1946 by’ Colonel Fuller, Sixty | I 
thousand officers and men, with 
2,000 fighting. machines, -is his 
estimate. “‘‘A microscopic force 
when compared to the horde armies 
of 1914-1918,”’ he concludes. “ Yet, 
though ‘during the last year of the’ 
war we used up as many tanks as 
the number I have just quoted, can 
it be doubted that if the organised 
force outlined had existed.we could 
not have decimated these hordes as 
surely ag Alexander decimated: the 
Persians at Issus and at-Arbela?”’
